Ir muft be owned, that the Reigos of the 
Stuarts, in their true Colours, can never be 
109 often laid before the Publick, that fo the 
Publick may always be upSn their Guard agaioft 
the Encroachments of Arbitrary Power; for the 
Reigns of King James I. and his Son King 
CuaRrrs, were almoft ene conftant Violation of 
the Laws of the Land, and one continued Confpiracy 
acainft the Conflitution of England: And tho Mr. 
Oxpcastie would compliment King Cuarues, 
at the Expence of King Jamrs, by faying, that 
he was a religious and ajuft Prince, and by attri- 
buting his violent Attacks upon our Liberties to 
Prejudices confirm'd by Habit, fortify'd by Flattery, 
and provoked by Oppofition; and then adding, 
that thefe Prejudices carried him to continue an In- 
vafion of the People’s Rights, whilff be 1macintp 
HIMSELF ONLY CONCERNED IN THE DEFENCE 
or HIs OWN; yet this is nor true: For he 
knew the Conflitution of England much ber- 
ter than his Father; and knew he was fubverting 
that Conftitution. The Difference between them 
feems to be this: King ‘JAmees pofleffed fome 
Share of what the World then cull’d Learning ; 
but without any fre Principles of Wifdom, ot real 
Knowlege of Men or Things. He was a weak 
Prince, without Courage or Integrity; and had 2 
very high Notion of Royal Prerogative, and a very 
great Contempt of the People’s Liberties.- But King 
Cuartes had a fronger and more conftant ro 
afterArbitrary Power, and a more determin'd Re/o- 
lution of deflroying the Legal Government of 
England: He had more Underfianding to contrive 
Means of accomplifhing this cruel Defign, and 
more Courage to put thofe Means in Execution ; fo 
that he was a worfe King, tho" he had more Senfe, 
and might have rzore Piety, than his Father. That 
he was a Religious Prince, as our Author afferts, 
Iwill not at prefent difpute; but I will add, fo 
have the greareft Tyrants, and the moft wicked 
Men in the World been. ‘That he was a juft Prince 
cannot be allowed, unlefs being unjuft to the Pub- 
lick, while he was juft to fome private Perfons; or 
being unjuf? to Mankind, while he was yuft to 4 
fee Men ; will intitle a Prince to the Charafer of 
fupt. And to fay, that be only imagined himjelf 
defending bis own Rights, while be was fo notori- 





 oufly invading bis People’s Rights, is making this 


Saint.and Martyr-King a much weaker Man than 
his Predeceflor: “Tis ftripping him of Common 
Senfe ; ‘tis declaring that Prince ignorant of the 
Conftitution of the Country, in which he was 
bred from his Infancy ; and abfolutely unskill'd 
in the Laws of the Land, which he himfelf faid, 
a little before his Death, be underftood as well as 
amy private Gentleman in England. Was it Igno- 
vance made him fay, in a Speech to one of 
his Parliaments in the Beginning of his 
Reign, Don't you know that you are To Bs, 
OR NoTTO Be, at my Pleafure? Shew any 
thing like this in King James: who fpoke, 
indeed, more like a Pedant ; but this King, more 
like a Tyrant; for, affirming Truat Tues 
vary Beirne of the Parliament depended upon 
bis Pleafure, was tearing up the Conftitution by the 
Roots, and a&tually fubver:ing the very Founda- 
tion of all our Liberties. But, not to sun the 
Comparifon any further; they were both bad 
enough ; but Arbitrary Principles feem rooted in the

Heart of the Son, while they only play’d in the 
Head of the Father; {0 deeply rooted, chat nothing 
could have hindred King Cuartes from being 
as abfolu:e as any Monarch upon Earth, had he 
not become Laup's Dupe ; and, for the fake of 
efablifiing Epifcopacy in Scotland, fo provoked the 

cots, that they brought an Army into England :: 
And yet this very King, who hazarded h's Crown 
to fettle Epifcopacy in Scotland, did, within two 
Years afte, give up, by Ad of Parliament, Epif 
copacy in Scotland, as contrary to the Word of God ; 
then fought for it, os they fay, in England, till 
he was beaten out of the Field, and a Prifoner iJ 
when he gave up Epifcopacy Here, by Treaty, for | 
acertain time ; and then died a Martyr for that | 
Epifcopacy, which he had twice given up, by 
Atét of Parliament and by Treaty, This is our re 
ligious and juf? Prince! and thus was he ruined by 
following the Advice of Ligotted, bet-beaded Churcb- 
men 


But the great an fole Deen of Mr. Ornca- 
sTLe, in his Remarks on the Reigns of the 
Sruarrs, being to fhew, That the Court was 
4 Fattion againft the Liberties and Rights of the 
People,we readily and fully allow it. What he fays, 
istrae; but ‘tis faid, in the Craft(man, with a 
very bad Intent. To prevent therefore all Poflibi- 
lity of its being made an ill Ufe of, we will lay 
before the Publick what Principles and Praétice: 
conftituted the Court a Faétion againft the People. 
The Principles advanced, and the Praftices run 


were as follow : ' 

That the Parliaments and People’s Privileges qwere 
[2 many Ufurpations, or, at beft, but Conceffions of the 
Kings their Predeceffors, which might, at any time, 
be revoked. And their Altions gave Occafion to 
believe, that they had form’d a Defign to fiee 
both themfelves and Succeffors from the Re- 
ftraint which the Laws, Cuftoms and Privi- 
leges of the Engli Nation had laid upon the 
former Kings. 

Two Books were licenced by King James; one 
wrote hy Dr. Cowext a Civilian, and Vicar Ge- 
neral to Archbibop Bancrort ; and the other by 
Dr. Bracxwoon, a Clergyman, in which were 
contained these Principles: 1 That the King was 
not bound by the Laws, or bis Coronation Oath. 
2. That the King was not obliged to ca# a Par 
liament to make Laws, but might do it alone by 
bis abfolute Power. 3. That it was a great Favour 
to admit the Confent of his Subje&s in giving 
Subfidies. 4. That the Englifh were all Slaves 
fince the Morman Conquefts. 

Dr. MANWARtNG afterwards, in the Begin- 
ning of King Cuarres I. Reign, afferted, in a 
Court Sermon, this Do€trine, and in thefe Words too, 
‘* That the King is not bound to obferve the 
“© Laws of the Realm concerning the Subjeés 
** Rights and Liberties ; but that bis Royal Wik 
“ and Command, impofing Loans and Taxes, 
“ without Confent of .Parliament, doth oblige the 
“© subjects Confcience upon Pain of eternal Danina- 
“© sion ; that thofe therefore who refufed to pay 
“ this Loan, offended againft the Law of God, 
*€ and the King’s Supream Authority, and be» 
“ came Guilty of Impiety, Difloyalty and Rebellion. 
For which fcandalou/ly wicked, and traiterous 
Doftrine, tho” he was cenfured by the Parlia- 
ment, he was made a Dean, and afterwards a 
Bifop: and the Archbifhop of Canterbury was 
fufpended, for not licenfing thefe Sermons. 

Once more : In the Yeat 1626, King Cuarres, 
that religious and juft Prince, having, after call- 
ing his Parliament a Generation of Vipers, parted 
with them in great Difguft, made ufe of thofe 


Man; and, if any rcfufe, they fhall examine 
them upon Oath, and charge them upon their Al- 
legiance, mot to difclfe their Anfwer. (4.) That 
they certify to the Privy-Council in Writing, the 
Names, Qualities, and Develling Places of ail 
refra&tory Perfons. (5.) That they admit of no 
Suit to be made, nor Re.afons to be g-wen, for the 
abating any Sum. 

Several Lords of Council were fent into their 
Counties, for advancirg this Loan. The People 
murmuied at it, as an idepgal and arbritrary Impo- 
fition. The Relu€tancy of private Perfons, made 
the Government more fevere in the Execution of 
the Proje&t ; and the Severity of the Government, 
made the People more vigoroufly oppofe it. ‘The 
Gentry, who refufed to fubferibe, were bound over, 
to appear at the Council-Table; and fuch who refu- 
fed to be bound, were committed to Prifon. The 
Common People, who denied the Rates, were, by 
Warrane of the Council, dire@ed to the Commif- 
fioners of the Navy, impreft to ferve in Ships going 
abroad; and others were made to appear before 
the Lieutenant of the Tower, and to be enrel'd 
among the Land Forces; with a Reafon declaied, 
that thofe who refufed to affi/t with ibeir Purfes, 
frould ferve in Perfon. 

Eut that we mayn’e forget King Jastes; let's 
hear him nexr.. In cne of his Speeches, he ut- 
ters thefe thundering Words: As God cam create 
and deftroy, make and unmake at bis Pleafure; fo 
Kings can give Life and Death, judge al, and be 


into by Courtiers and Priefls in thofe Reigns, | judged of none; and that, as ‘tis Blafphemry to.d’f- 


pute what God can do, fo ‘tis Sedition in Subje&s to 
difpute what a King may do in the Height of his 
Power. Wonderful ! 

ThisKing, as WiLsow fays,thought to lay Pare 
liements by for ever, locking upon them as En> 
chroachers upon bis Prerogative, and Diminifbers of 
bis Majefly and Glory making Kings iefs, and 
Subjetts, move than they are. He forbids the Pai- 
liament t© prefume to meddle with any thing 
concerning his Government; for, that was bis 
Craft; be bad been 30 Tears at the Trade in Scot- 
land, and 7 in England. And when they excufed 
themfelves for interpofing about his Son's Match, 
and fay, they only humbly advifed his Majefty to 
marry his Son to a Proteftant Prince/s, but did mot 
dive, or determine about it; he tells h's Parlia- 
ment, that "cis well they did not direé or deters 
mine; for, if they had, tuzy woutp uavs 
BEEN GuILTY OF HiGu-Tagsson: And fo 
he might have bang'd ‘em up, and got tid of 
“em all at once. In the fame Speech, he tells 
them, we cannot allow of your Style, when you, 
mention, your ancient and undoubted Rights and 
Inheritance; for you fhould have faid, that yous 
Privileges were derived from the Grace and Permif- 
fin of our Ancefors and Ui. What a Creature is 
here fora King! And yet, in Confequence of 
fuch N-tions, this Pair of Monarchs did what they 
plees'd ; imprifoned and fined Members for 
fpeaking their Sentiments in the Houfe; raifed 
Money by their own Authority, without, ard 
mee the Confent of Parliament ; fenr out Pro- 
clamations, as Lacy, and arbitrarily and cruelly 
punifh’d the not complying with them. King 
CHaRLss, the pious and jut, went fo far inco 
thefe Methods, that his Privy Council were both 
the Law makers, and the Executors of the Law,: 
they exercifed, according to Lord Crarsnpoi!, 
a Legiflative, and an Exectttive Power ; for they 
met firft in the Council Chamber, and fent forch 
Proclamations as Law ; and then, the fame Men 
went into the Ster.Chamber, and High-Commtiffion 
Courts, and executed chofe Laws, which before, 
as Privy Counfellors, they had made. Py 





other Means, which, he faid, God bad put in bis 
Power, to vaife Money: And, in purfuance of 
thefe Divine Powers, againft the Fundamental Laws | 
of the Kingdom, (which he had fworn to oI 
ferve) he chofe Commiffione:s for receiving ar- 
bitrary Loans and Benevolences, whom he fent into 
the feveral Counties of England, with thefe pri- 
vate Inftru&tions : (1.)

And yet the Reigns of fuch Kings, and the 
Adminiftration of fuch Governments,. are retailed in 
the Craftfman, om purpofe to infinuate the vileft 
thiags poffible againft the bet Govern:ent in the 
World, or which ever was in the World; A Go- 
vernment, which hath inviolably miaintain’d the 
Conftitution of England, and facredly preferv’A ovr 
Laws and Liberties : .A Government, which is, 
an Honoste,to Hernan Nature, the felicity and Glory

I» my laf I advifed you of the Coufter- 
nation whch the Iohabitants of this City were 
then under, on Agcount of an Earthquake 
which was felt heré che 2oth in the Morning ; 
Guce which fome finall Repetitions having been 
felt in the Suburbs of this City, the People, ftruck 
with a moft terrible Pannick, negle& all manner 
of Bufinefs, and mind nothing Day or Nighre bur 
going abour in Proceffions, or doing Penance in 
the Sereets. At the City of Foggia in Apuglia, 
about 100 Miles from ths, the Earthquake was 
frequently felt for two or three Days; and "tis 
certain that moft Part of it is ceftroy’d, and many 


hundred Perfons buried under the Ruins. All] 


Apuglia was fhaken, and fcarce a Town in it but 
rec:ived Damage, more or lefs. 

Rome, March 31. The Diftzrences between this 
Court and that of Turin about the Ecclefiattical 
Fiefs firuate in Piedmont, increafe to fuch a de 
gree, that ‘tis very much to be feared they’ will 
be attended with fatal Confequences, Since the 
Departure of the Count del Groffo, Minifier of 
Sardinia, whio has been recalled, the Correfpon 
dence between the two Courts is intirely broke 
off ; that of Turin having refufed to receive M. 
Guglielmi, fent thither by the Pope to endeavour 
to terminate the Differences in a Friendly way 
This Refufal, and the repeated Prohibitions which 
the King of Sardinia has laid the Sutje@s of the 


‘fad Ecclefiaftical Fiefs under, not to obey his 


Holinefs’s O.ders, even upon pain of Death, 
occafion the holding of frequent Private Congre 


_ gations, to confider of fome Way how to come 


off of this croublefome Affair, without wounding 
the Authority of the Holy See too much ; and 
"tis believed thet Application will be made to 
fome Foreign Power. 

Cadiz, April 3. A Letter wrote with the King’s 
own Hand, has been communicated to the Com- 
merce, wherein his Majefty, inftead of 1,000,000 
he before would have borrow’d, now defires them 
to lend him 120,000 Weighty, of 150,000 Cur. 
rent Dollars ; for which he promifes an Intereft 
of 6 per Cent. and to repay them out of the firft 
Monies he receives, and on their Compliance with 
his Requeft, an immediate Delivery of the Flota’s 
Treafure. This Propofition is agreed to, and Don 
Jofeph Patinho is expefted here from Seville to 
Morrow, to give the neceflary Dire&tions for rhe 
faid Delivery. As it is generally believed theie 
will appear a great Deficiency in the faid Treafure, 
it is prefumed the Proprietors will be pur on the 
fame Foot as the Loan. 

Vienna, April 4. The Exprefs fent to London 
with the Tieaty of Peace lately concluded be- 
tween the Emperor and the King of Great Bri- 
tain, is expe&ted back in about a Week, with his 
Britannick Majefty’s Ratification. Two Days 
ago, the Duke de Liria received an Exprefs from 
Seville. On the egth paft, an extraordinary Cou- 
rier from Florence brought hither the Great Duke 
of Tufcany’s Will, whereby his Royal Highnefs 
conftitutes the Emperor his fole Executor. That 
Courier was fent back the 31ft, with fome Di- 
{patches in relation to that Affair. 

Drefden, April is. Sit Luke Schaub, Minifter 
of the King of Great Britain, has had a long Au- 
dience of the King. 

Paris, April 13. Men continue to talk here of 
@ great Reform of the Troops; and "tis certain 
that the Court is more intent than ever upon 
Meaas of reftoring the Navy, and promoting 
Trade and Commerce ; which ere look’d u 
as indubitable Marks of the Eftablifhment of a 
General Peace. 

Hague, April 17. The States of Molland will 
hold an extraordinary Affembly To-morrow Sen. 
night, when they will come to a final Refolu. 
tion concerning their Acceffion to the Treaty of 
Vienna, which has been communicated to the 
Magiftrates of the Towns of this Province, who 
all appear to be very well pleafed with it; fo that 
we take it for granted, our Sovereigns will accede 
thereto as expeditioufly as the Conftitution of the 
Government will permit; the Reftoring of a 
good Harmony with the Emperor being look’d 


upon here a8 a happy Prefage for the Two Mari- 
time Powers; and the more, becaufe ¢he new 
Treaty is nor only very advantageous for them, 
but ftipulates nothing prejudicial to the Interefts 
of France, and copfequently lays no Foundation 
of Refentment or. ne part of that Crown, 


Edinburgh, April 5. On the gth ult, the Suc- 
cefs of London, Capt. Anderfon, one of the South 
Sea Company's Ships.ftruck on a Rock a League 
from the Coaft of Orkney, and falling afterwards 
into 14 Fathom Water, dropt Anchor, but the 
Pumps were forced to abandon her, and in lefs 
than an Hour after the overfer.
